Claim Rejections - 33 USC §102 

1. Tke following is a quotation of tke appropriate paragrapks of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 
tke basis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tkis Office action: 

A person skall te entitled to a patent unless — 

(1)) tke invention was patented or Jescriked in a printed pukUcation in tkis or a foreign country or in puklic use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke Jate of appUcation for patent in tke Unite J States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 andlO rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(k) as keing anticpated ky USP 
6,403,109 to Storet (Storet). 

Storet teackes a transparent perfume composition in tke form of an O/W or W/O 
emulsion, said emidsion containing from 5-50% Ly weigkt of dispersed pkase and 50-95% of 
continuous phase. Tke viscosity of tke composition is less tkan 10 Pa. s. See claims. Tke 
density of tke Storet composition is inkerently tke same as tkat instantly claimed since tke 
components are tke same and used in tke same amounts.
